most important that she preserve the 
economic capacity to fulfill her obliga- 
tions. 
To secure this end without en- 


couraging the domination of Europe by 
any country will indeed be a task of. 
statesmanship. 


Nevertheless, the acknowledgment by 


Germany of her reparations obligation 
constitutes an Important step forward 
in tile readjustment nf world conditions 
on a new peace basis. The uncertain- 
ty attending the long delay in reach- 
ing a final agreement, as to the amount 
to he paid in reparations has 
been 


hurt fid in many ways-. The settlement 
should mark a definite advance in the 
prosperity of the German nation. 


The reparation payment for the most 


part, must in effect lie made with com- 
modities exported 
from Germany in 


excess of her imports. Her success in 
making available the necessary excess 
of exports will depend not. only upon 
the productive capacity of the country 
itself, hut upon the extent: to which 
other nations allow international trade 
to take its normal course,. .Obviously, 
it will be the special advantage to those 
nations which 
have 
claims against 


Germany 'if she is encouraged to ex- 
pand hev trade. And the more her ex- 
port growjj. the greater will be her ca- 
pacity to utilize what the oilier nations 
will have to sell. 


The Unemployment Problem 


One of the gravest consequence? of 


the general economic depression in the 
United States, as it is also in many 
otWor countries, is widespread unem- 
ployment. 
According In the- most re- 


liable estimates, between 
three and 


four million people arc without work- 
in America, and. contrary to the gen- 
eral 
impression, 
unemployment 
in- 


creased, instead of decreased, during 


the last mouth. Early this month near-

alone. 


\Vhilu there have been gains in certain 
lines, especially the automobile indus- 
try, and to a much lesser degree in 
leather and textiles, they were offset 
by losses in other industries, notably 
steel, lumber, and shipbuilding. This 
serious situation is symptomatic, 
of 


course, of many unfavorable conditions 
which must be improved before the un- 
employment problem can be solved. 


Xo element of the derangeinent 
in 


industry better illustrates the cumu- 
lative effects of local maladjustment 
than involuntary idleness. The cessa- 
tion of earnings is promptly felt, in the 
curtailed buying power of the groups 
directly effected and the reduced con- 
sumption which 
this 
entails means 


lessened demand for the. products of 
tin; labor of other groups of workers, 
some of whom in turn are added 'to 
the list of the unemployed.

in wages lost, and costing employers 
approximately ?"i.000,000 a day." large- 
ly as ii consequence of the. refusal of 
some workers to act-cut reasonable re- 
yisio:;s of wage scales. 


Not. every proposed 
cut in wages 


is reasonable, of course, hut when a 
group of workers insist upon the main 
tenance of extreme war-time wages, al- 
though Hie cost.of living and prices in 
general have 
been 
largely reduced, 


their contention is not well founded. 


Such resistance to the operation of 


economic forces which are governing 
and compelling the present readjust- 
ments in industry is only natural, but 
it is also futile. 
And the sooner la- 


bor recognizes and accepts thai, ines- 
capable 
fact, the sooner will labor 


print—by accelerating industrial sta- 
bilization and a rival of business. I»w- 
er production 
costs, 
which 
consist 


chiefly of labor costs, are absolutely 
essential to economic stabilization and 
renewed prosperity. 


Adjustment of Wages to Prices 


In most, cases, however, wage 
re- 


ductions have 
not. provoked strikes

It is desirable Hint wages should not 
unduly lag behind comrnoditv prices in

and the dominant note is our faith in 
the republic. 


"1'hat great achievement for human- 


ity was not tile aim with which they 
entered upon our Internecine struggle. 
They were called to prevent session 
from our -nation!;! unity. They believ- 
ed that the institutions of this country 
were good: that they deserved to be 
preserved;. that they were worthy of 
supreme effort even all of life itself. 
In making that effort and that sacri- 
fice, they did far more than save; what 
had already been1 gained: they made it 
possible for slavery to be ended for- 
ever. 


'"It was the same in the more recent 


war of the free peoples against the 
autocracy of the world. 
In its begin- 


ning men fought to protect thct which 
Ihey already had. Their countries1 


lives tvere at stake, their rights as 
free men \vefc menaced ; and for these 
they wont forth to battle. There was 
no thought of crusading for 
freedom 


of the world, or emancipating distant 
peoples, or rendering a noble service 
to the ouerny who had attacked' them. 
They had not time and small dispo- 
sition to indulge in altruisms. 


"AVe have heard much about win- 


ning the war and losing the peace. 
But is there not^ in the example of 
those who made 'the ultimate sacrifice 
a lofty inspiration to the same single- 
ness of purpose, the same readiness 
to sink individual for the sake of gen- 
eral good, 
that ruled 
them though 


they-were not trained to military form 
and evolutions, yet they learned to 
stand together In- unbroken line, to 
move as units, to forget the individual 
for the sake of the mass. Surely there 
is 
no reason why peace may not 


achieve discipline, unification, direct- 
ness of purpose, as war does. 
Jt re- 


quires the same submergeuce of selfish 
cuds, the same relinquishmeut of the 
merely persona! gratifications the same 
regard for the comuiou interest. I am 
not, counselling the surrender of inde- 
pendence. 
.Our maintained, freedom 


in : the : .source . of . might. _ Only the 
American conscience 
may command 


this republic. 


"In- the inspirations that we. may 


gain through today's -coateniplatjion of 
deeds of these, our heroes of all our 
wars, we are called to. look toward 
tomorrow's obligations. 
Our country 


has never failed to measure up ,to the 
demands 'presented to it in behalf of 
humanity and it never will. AVhen it 
ceases to meet these drafts, it wpll no 
longer be our country, it would, if 
that time ever, comes, be the1 wreck- 
ed and decaying memorial of another 
civilization which lias crumbled, of 
another jdeal which has failed, of an- 
other ambition for men's happiness 
which somehow gone awry. AVe feel, 
aye, in our hearts we know, that ours 
is not to be that fate. AVe believe that 
the torch 
will flame more brightly 


in our hands, that we will hold it 
safe .and high aloft, and that, its light 
will help at least to point "the way 
for humanity on the path -of safety 
and in the task of building for all 
time."

Nations' League 


GENEVA, Miy 31.—Views arc being 


exchanged lietween the allied nations 
re'ative to the advisability of re-open- 
ing the question of choosing a city as 
the permanent seat of the League of 
Nations. This mutter may prove to be 
one of the most interesting to bo cou- 
sldercd at the June meeting 
of the 


council of the league. 


At least ten days will be required 


for the council to complete the" work, 
but this period may be extended as it 
is beliered probable that new questions 
will arise during the session. 


No secret is made by league officials 


of the dissatisisfaction felt over what 
has hen done to take care of tlic 
league's requirements here. 
Much of 


HIP discontent is due to the difficulty 
in scouring accommodations for the 
delegations to the fall meeting of the 
assembly. 


The desire, of France still is to have 


(be headquarters of the league at Ver- 
sailles, but the claims 
of Brussels, 


which continue to he pressed, arc liud- 
i:ig more favor. 


The,council, it is held, has under the 


covenant full authority to change the 
headquarters 3t any time, although the 
assembly voted, in principle. Hint the 
annual meetings should bo, 
held 
at 


Geneva. 


Dr. Gastoa Dn Cunha, Brazilian am- 


bassador to France, and president of 
the council, will preside over the June 
meeting of the council, but 
another 


president will be chosen for the subse- 
quent sessions. According to the sys-
